On 
reporting 
tho 
same ho 
received orders 
to 
fol- 
low tho trail and capture

tho Indians ifpossible.

he 
camo upon tho 
camp of tho 
red-skin- 
Ho 
did 
not siop to parley or ask questions 
but charged the camp, killing 
ono 
buck, wounding and 
capturing

squaw and a papoose. 
Tho balance 
mado their escape. 
All tho provis 
ions and horses belonging 
to tho 
Indians wero captured. 
"The location whore tno fight took 
place was not far 
from tho lino, 
and wo imagine this will teach tho 
red dovils not to come 
into the 
United States and kill people and 
then 
ride a half mile across the 
lino and make faces at the boys in 
blue. 


Killed by thenars. 
Last Monday 
afternoon 
as the 
train at Tempe

switching, the 
old son of J. 
Roe Young, 
Indian 
agent at tho 
Saction agency, 
was standing 
in 
tho end door of tho

which is only a box car remodcler'. 
As tho the train struck the car, it 
did so 
with

threw the Jittlo 
follow 
backward

The asparagus Is a hardy perennial, 
that under proper management, when 
planted In the right kind of soil, t ill 
pioduce annual crops for an indefinite 
length of time. The demand for it has 
always been good, 
even 
when other 
egetables were dull and slow of sale. 
If well grown and carefully bunched it 
is sure to meet with ready sale. 
Asparagus will succeed beston arid), 
sandy loam, deep and mellow. 
Manure 
w ell; all the outlay for labor 
ill be re- 
turned to the owner in a ery few years 
After making the bed, rake itoer, 
re-w- ot 
ing any stones or other obstruc- 
tions. 
Make shallow drills about an 
inch deep and a foot apart. 
The seed 
should be strewn thinly by hand in 
these drills, then covered by raking the 
bed. 
We scatter some radish seed in the 
drills, at the time of tow ing. 
The rad- 
ish seed will germinate and come up 
in a few days from the time of sowing. 
This marks the row, and gives a chanct 
to destroy any weeds that may hae 
appeared, and keeping the surface Ioom-unt- 
the asparagus plants are well up.

The Cost of Making One Nceil 
Not 
Ex- 
ceed Tiventy-riv- o 
Cents. 
The nccompanjiug engraving shows 
the side view of a complete grafting 
tool or knife, which is not only a per- 
fect tool, but also lias the decided 
ad- 
vantage of being veiy cheap. 
Almost every person having grafting 
to do, has about the place on old lial 
file or rasp, 12 inches or mote in length, 
that has been tin own a'de as worth- 
less. 
By taking the old file to a black- 
smith, it can be easily forged into 
ft 
tool 
shaped like the cut. 
The main 
part should be brought to about a half 
inch square, leaving the w ide part (as 
shown) to be drawn lo an edge for n 
cutting blade V, inches wide, which is 
to be used to split the stock, and also 
pare it it desired, care bting taken in 
forging tliat sufficient steel is left so 
as not to weaken the tool at this point. 
This cutting blade should have a mild 
temper only, not so haid as to leave 
the steel brittle, else the blows given it 
with a mullet 
in splitting the stock 
will be likely to crack the steel.

per cent, of the total crop, while with 
small seeds the crop reaches maturity 
only in successive 
periods of time, so 
that at no moment in gathering 
the 
crop in could we have the same propor- 
tion of the w hole. 
Besides, 
vv here w ith 
small seeds four successive 
crops are 
obtained, we have six with larger seeds, 
their evolution occurring with greater 
rapidity. 


Ttio Small Coat of Spraying. 
During the last jcar the Delaware 
experiment station made some cxhaust-i- e 
tests as to the cost of sprayiuj 
trees. 
In using the Bordeaux mature 
they sprayed the tices six times, and 
reckoned in the cost of materials anil 
cost of labor, and found it to be two 
cents per tree per spraying, or 12 cents 
pel tree for the season. 
The result was 
that the rot was reduced to 
one-thir- d 
what it was on the unsprajed 
trees. 
They found also that four sprayings 
gave about 
the same results 
as six 
sprayings, and that there was 
about 
twice as much rot with two sprayings 
as wifh four or six. 
So we see that 
four sprav ings, or eight cents per tree, 
is nil that it really costs. 
This em- 
phasizes the reasons we have frequent- 
ly gh en for spraj ing. 


ItoollnR Cuttings In Bind. 
Clean sand is the best substance in 
which to root cuttings. 
The cuttings 
should not be set more than 
one-ha- lf 
inch deep. 
The sand should be some- 
what compacted against it. The cutting 
box or pot should occupy a warm, light 
place, shading the slips if the sunshine 
is stiong.
